Claim* Would Save $15,000,000. 
"The people of Nebraska will be 


saved $15,000,000 on their coal bills 
this winter if local officials will act 
to protect them 
from extortionate 


prices,'1 declared the governor. "At 
Wymore, as the result 
of action 


taken toward establishing a munic- 
ipal coal yard, the private dealers re- 
duced their price $4 a ton. 


"The 
gasoline 
combination 
was, 


until recently, charging excessive 
prices which would have taken S9,- 
000,000 a year too much out of Ne- 
braska. By cutting off the excessive 
profits on these 
commodities, 
the 


people of the state are benofitted just 
as much as though tho returns from 
the corn crop were increased to that 
extent. 
That money would buy .1 


good many hats, 
shoes, suits of 


clothes, and groceries." 


Tho governor has agents in Illinois 


and Colorado, who ho says are ex- 
perienced coal men, arranging with 
mine owners to suppy fuel which 
he expects to .sell outside of regular 
trade channels. Friday morning, R. 
E. Wolfe of Bethany was put to work 
in the governor's office handling coal 
correspondence entirely. 


Costs the State Nothing. 


Governor Bryan will not pay the 


salaries of his assistants, nor other 
expenses of handling the coal, out 
of state funds. He Is adding 25 cents 
per ton to the mine price (that be- 
ing tho customary margin collected 
by wholesalers), which will be vised 
for defraying all expenses. 


This does not increase the price, 


as the 25 cents for wholesale mar- 
gin, was always included. The mine 
prices, however, have been 25 cents 
a ton higher 
since 
September 1. 


Governor Bryan blames this advance 
on President Coolidge for suggesting 
that bituminous coal be used in the 
east instead of anthracite, which is 
the customary fuel in that section. 


The governor's 
price 
on Illinois 


coal laid down in Lincoln ia $$.50 
per ton, based on a price of $3 at 
tho mine plus $3.47 freight rate. The 
same mine price is available on Colp- 
rado coal. Local prices at different 
points in Nebraska and other states 
will vary according- to the freight 
rates. Mr. Bryan insists 
that no 


more than $2 per ton be ad-ded for 
local expenses and cost of delivery. 


Hints Recall of Lincoln Official*. 
Newspaper men were told by the 


governor that he is hearing .from 
many Lincoln people who express in- 
dignation over the failure of city of- 
ficials in charge of the municipal coal 
yard to make a reduction In the an- 
nounced price of $9.50 per ton, which 
he declares to be for an

to get the municipal yard" estab- 
lished," Governor Bryan 
remarked.
